Livestock Exposition at Portland, Oregon, last week 
carried that great show to still higher planes of 
achievement. It was bigger and better than ever and 


Tu twelfth presentation of the Pacific International 


that is going some. Having al- 
ready gained the reputation of 
being the largest live stock show 
in America, this exposition has 
now set itself to the task of be- 
coming greatest in quality as 
well. In beef cattle exhibit it 
surpasses the International at 
Chicago in size; in the showing 
of dairy breeds it is larger than 
the National Dairy Show. On the 
whole it compares very favor- 
ably with both these expositions 
in quality, although lacking still 
some of the class of the older 
shows. But give it time. It’s 
young yet, but a very live young- 
ster at that. The whole North- 
west is back of it, back of the 
men who are putting it over and 
we predict—and in the near fu-

From this booth 
young ladies in Dutch cos- 
tumes dispensed free Hol- 
stein milk from champion 
Holstein cows. Needless to 
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Holsteins are doing things that bring the ideal and the 
performance into closer relationship. It was true this 
year at Portland and has been true at this show in years 
past. 

Over three hundred head of Holsteins competed, shown 
by breeders from Washington, Oregon and Idaho. En- 
tries which were expected from middlewest states and 
from California did not materialize so the show remained 
a district affair for another year at least. 

Honors for most money won at the show went to 
Carnation Stock Farms, who won nine blues outside of 
the Advanced Registry classes which, as usual, were not 
ready at the time of writing this report. John L. Smith, 
however, won six blues in the open classes which, with 
two in the groups, gave him a total of eight premier rib- 
bons. The Carnation blues came in four of the open 
classes and in five of the groups. Carnation won both 
grand championships and Mr. Smith won both junior 
championships. Between these two the competition was 
reasonably close with other good ones crowding in to 
make the going too hard for them in spots. 

Judge Moscrip found Matador Segis Walker 6th the 
easy winner in the aged bull class with eight entries. 
The son of the Carnation senior sire is showing better 
this year than ever before and annexed his third succes- 
sive championship here. He is not so high in flesh as last 
year and made a very acceptable bearer of the purple. 
King Segis Violet Posch Idaho, a grandson of Matador 
Segis Walker was second. Here is a bull with splendid 
body and size but without the style and finish of the first 
prize winner. John L. Smith showed a son of King Segis 
10th for third. Of the three-year-olds the best was an- 
other son of Matador out of the 1000-pound Gerben Co- 
lantha Parthenea sold at the last Brentwood sale for $3100. 
He is owned by Klein Bros. The University of Idaho 
showed a full brother to their second prize aged bull for 
the red. This position was reversed from’ the placing of 
these two bulls last year. 

The best of the two-year-olds was shown by Hugh Nis- 
bet. The class was good throughout and the winner has a 
full sister in the Hollywood herd that holds the world’s 
combined milk and butter record in the junior two-year- 
old class. The third prize bull in this class would pos- 
sibly have placed one notch higher if he had been 
shown on a staff and made to behave. His owner brought 
him in on a rope and he refused to give the judge an 
even break in placing him. Bulls of his age and—shall 
we say temperament—should be handled more firmly in 
the show ring. The two yearling classes were quite plain, 
the seniors being so much so that Judge Moscrip branded 
them by withholding a blue ribbon, giving the leader a 
red ribbon and running down the line from that color. 
The class deserved the treatment and the needs of edu- 
cation were served thereby. John L. Smith finished the 
calf classes at the top, his junior being crowned champion. 
Both were well turned youngsters and the junior cham- 
pion came out of a ring of 22 which had much quality 
when the tops were lined up. 

In the aged cow class of 22 a truly worthy grand cham- 
pion was found. Her name is Tillamook Daisy Butter King 
De Kol and at Carnation Stock Farms, where she makes 
her home, predictions are being made that she will annex 
the world’s four-year-old record with something approxi- 
mating 32,000 pounds. She has over 23,000 pounds in 230 
days. A cow of scale and quality, an ideal rump, tremen- 
dous dairy capacity and an udder which, while not per- 
fect, was good enough to carry her through, Tillamook 
Daisy is one of the best aged cows of the year. Judge 
Moscrip compares her to Lady Aaggie Ormsby of Rock, 
last year’s champion. An interesting fact was disclosed 
by an inspection of her full sister which stood sixth. The 
sister is lacking, of course, in some of the points which 
make the grand champion a great cow and she will lack 
about four thousand pounds a year of equalling her in 
production. Score again for type and production. In 
second place stood Bishop’s great Hazelwood Pietertje 
Jewel shown dry. She was here last year and stood in 
the same place. Carnation had good ones in third and 
fourth places and the quality ran well down the line. It 
was a most interesting class and the largest ringside of 
the week watched the awarding of prizes to the Holstein 
matrons. 

The great 900-pound first-calf daughter of Matador, May 
Walker Skylark, was first four-year-old. She had a par- 
ticularly pleasing compactness of body and smoothness 
of finish that gives her a flashy, showy appearance. The 
second prize heifer, while admirably finished, does not

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How a County Went About 





The Essex County T. B. Clean-Up Campaign 


an 


It to Drive Out Tuberculosis 








Much attention has been attracted all over the country by 
the spectacular drive against tuberculosis started two months 
ago in Essex County, New York. During this campaign of 
eight days, 24 veterinarians tested 1707 herds, consisting of 
8,807 head of cattle, with only 140 reactors, or 1.6 per cent. By 
this action, Essex County becomes the first clean county in the 
state. The story of the events leading up to the campaign and 
details of the campaign itself are told in the following story 
by F. C. Smith, County Agent in Essex County: 


SSEX COUNTY, N. Y. is not famous for its number of 

cattle. The testing of cattle for tuberculosis, while 

of value to cattle owners, has been of considerable 
interest to the consumer, because this county is primarily 
a summer resort section. The recent drive will have value 
to the hotel and restaurant keeper, because tourists can 
be assured that all milk furnished them comes from tuber- 
culosis-free cattle. 

There are approximately 20,000 head of cattle in this 
county. A few of the prominent breeders became inter- 
ested in testing work in 1918 and 1919. This was prima- 
rily for their own personal interest. The sale of pure- 
bred cattle nowadays is becoming limited to those having 
a clean bill of health, hence the importance of this test- 
ing work. 

During 1920 tthe Farm Bureau started backing this 
campaign, approximately 4,500 head of cattle were tested 
during that year. These were scattered, being mostly in 
the lake towns and in the towns of Jay, Lewis and Eliza- 
bethtown. 


Fee System 


The accredited herd plan pre-supposes the herds tested 
will be purebreds. Veterinarians were furnished for such 
tests, but the herd owner was required to drive to town, 
meet the veterinarian, and keep him during the test. This 
was when the subcutaneous was used. It was found, 
however, that many grade cattle herd owners were inter- 
ested in this work and with the intradermal test it was 
not necessary to spend so much time at one farm, hence a 
fee of 25 cents per head was charged, which paid for a 
driver and the use of his car. This expedited matters; 
however, this was inadequate, and later was raised to 50 
cents per head. 

The direction of this work was in the hands of a sub- 
committee of the Farm Bureau. Funds from such tests 
were turned over to the treasurer of the committee. It 
was found that not enough state and federal veterinarians 
were available to handle the large number of applications 
coming in, hence it was decided to employ a county veter- 
inarian. In December, 1920, the Board of Supervisors 
appropriated $1,000 as a contingent fund for tuberculosis. 
Dr. W. D. Day was engaged as county veterinarian,, he 
to get the 50 cents per head, and pay his own expenses, 
the committee furnishing a stenographer, stationary and 
postage incident to this work. During 1921 approximately 
8,000 head of cattle were tested in the county. The fed- 
eral inspector, Dr. F. E. Boyd, located at Westport and 
supervised this work in Clinton, Essex, Warren and Wash- 
ington Counties. Due to the fact that the testing was 
sporadic, an attempt was made to concentrate the work, 
that is, to take a town and test every herd or at least, 
to test every herd on a certain road. Owing to the fact 
that there was a charge of 50 cents per head, it was im- 
possible to make the tests thoro. Herds tested and found 
clean, in some cases became infected by adjoining herds, 
during the summer of 1921. 


The County Plan 


In December, 1921, the Board of Supervisors appro- 
priated $3,500 to cover salary and expenses of a county 
veterinarian, thereby making tests free to any herd gwner 
in the county. This removed the previous stumbling 
block, and paved the way for an intensive campaign. The 
testing continued, but on account of bad roads it was de- 
layed. However, in making retest, we endeavored to 
test every herd in a given town. About April first, some 


three towns out of 18 had been practically covered 
About 75 per cent of the cattle in the county had been 
tested, showing an average of about six and one-half per 
cent reactors, testing on the first test, and less than two 
per cent on the second test. It became necessary, how. 
ever, to put on an intensive campaign, in order to pro- 
tect those herds already tested and thereby eliminate the 
menace. A conference was held last March attended py 
Dr. H. B. Leonard nad Chief D. W. McLaury, of Albany, 
and the Essex County Tuberculosis committee, at which 
a county-wide campaign was planned, the actual date for 
starting being May 12th. 


Organization 


The Farm Bureau is generally considered the best 
machine for putting across such a campaign, hence it 
was left to the county agent to prepare the necessary or- 
ganization. A town chairman was selected to take charge 
of the campaign in each town, and in each school district 
a local farmer was secured to act as committeeman. Funds 
were provided, the local committeman to receive $5.00 per 
day for the use of the car and a driver, to take the veteri- 
narian in their school district. Each town chairman, aided 
by their town committemen secured signed applications 
from every herd owner in his town as far as possible. 
Fully 95 per cent of the herd owners in the county were 
signed up before the drive. 

The complete force arrived at Westport, May lIlith, 
each veterinarian was furnished by the Farm Bureau, with 
a complete list of herd owners needing retest; those with 
applications on file; and those having no test and no ap- 
plication on file. In most cases the town chairman met 
the veterinarian at Westport; some went to their town 
chairman by train. Each town chairman had a duplicate 
list of herds due for testing and instructions where to 
meet their veterinarian assigned them. 

As the program progressed and a town was completed, 
that veterinarian was transferred to another town need- 
ing more help. In this way all towns finished testing about 
Saturday night, May 20th. During the eight days 24 veteri- 
narians tested 1,707 herds, consisting of 8,807 cattle, re- 
vealing only 140 reactors, or approximately 1.6 per cent. 


Methods of Publicity 


The first type of educational work was personal solici- 
tation on the part of the county agent; this was supple 
mented by news articles in the Farm Bureau News and the 
county papers. As the work progressed, a complete list 
of farmers was secured and each farmer was circularized 
regarding the value of this campaign. Each hotel, res- 
taurant and boarding house keeper was also circularized. 

During the month of June, 1921, the government film 
“Out of the Shadows” was shown in every movie theatre 
in the county. In addition, meetings were held in Granges, 
community halls and school houses, over all the county. 

The state Department of Health was appealed to and 
sent an excellent letter, which was printed in the county 
papers. This letter showed the medical point of view re 
garding the campaign and started the consumers thinking. 

The Lake Placid Club decided not to buy any milk or 
cream except from tested herds. The Board of Health 
of Lake Placid followed this action by prohibiting the 
sale of any such milk or cream within the village except 
from tested cattle. 

Other creamery managers and Boards of Health were 
approached—then followed notices by the Boquet, Crown 
Point and Westport creameries, also the Boards of Health 
of Ticonderoga, Port Henry, and Elizabethtown. 

Each grange was sent a letter by the Pomona Master 
requesting that the second meeting in January be “T. B. 
Night.” A special discussion was given over to this 
campaign. Facts and literature were furnished each 
grange secretary by the Farm Bureau.

yearly milk production. She made 7- 
and 30-day official records starting 
112 days after freshening of 24.83 lbs. 
butter from 567.5 lbs. milk in seven 
days and 96.98 lbs. butter from 2,325.6 
Ibs. milk in 30 days. During the 
month of December, her _ second 
month on semi-official test, she pro- 
duced 101.70 lbs. butter from 2,641.8 
lbs. milk. 

“Princess” finished her year in 
splendid condition. She was the first 
cow ever run on semi-official test in 
the Sagadahoc Farm Herd at South 
Portland, Me., where she is owned and 
was developed. Her sire is a proven 
grandson of Piebe De Kol Burke.

Comes Back 


Hollywood Lilith Palmyra Abbe-

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The Pacific International 


HE 1922 Pacific International Live Stock Exposition 
I has passed into history. A detailed report of the Hol- 
stein Show, written by Price, who is now making an 
extended trip on the coast in the interests of this publica- 
tion, appears in this issue. From this report, it is appar- 
ent that the Pacific Northwest is solidly back of their 
great round-up show at Portland, but that breeders from 
the other sections of the United States for some reason 
are not actively back of the show. Possibly they do not 
appreciate the importance of the event from the stand- 
point both of agriculture and live stock breeding in all of 
the western country and also from the standpoint of the 
successful exhibitor. Possibly, further, these exhibitors 
have a full appreciation of the importance and of the 
honor of winning at Portland, but are imbued with too 
much respect for the quality of animals brought out by the 
Pacific northwest breeders to risk the expense of such a 
long trip with the possibility of having to play second 
fiddle or worse when it is all over. 

As a consequence, although strong delegations of Hol- 
steins were tentatively lined up for Portland this year 
from California, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, and Ohio, 
none of them carried their plans into execution and we 
find the whole show, so far as Holsteins were concerned, 
again this year coming from Oregon, Washington, and 
Idaho. At that, there were over 300 head of this breed on 
exhibition with competition throughout that challenged 
the National in quality. In at least one class, competent 
judges agreed that the strongest competition ever gath- 
ered in one show ring faced Judge Moscrip. This was, per- 
haps, a direct outgrowth of the visit of the eastern breed- 
ers last year as the competition was for the beautiful 
silver service presented as a trophy at that time. The 
class was that of produce of dam. 

The point we wish to make, however, is that the Pacific 
International deserves really national and international 
support from the breeders. It is getting liberal support 
from our National Association in the matter of finances 
and the time is certainly coming when the breeder will 
have to win at Portland as well as at the National Dairy 
Show before he can really have a fair title to National 
leadership. By cooperative shipping in state groups, the 
expense would not be prohibitive for any one breeder. 

Next year, eastern and California breeders should carry 
their plans through into execution. Possibly the demon- 
stration train idea which so nearly materialized this year 
could be worked out to advantage and financial support 
secured from some other sources that would help cut 
down the cost for the breeders participating. 

There is a wonderful market for Holsteins in the Pa- 
cific Northwest, a market which has only nicely started in 
its development. The breeders who can make creditable 
exhibits at the Portland Show will have taken a most 
important step in establishing trade relations in the Paci- 
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fic Northwest which ought to mean much for th

Better Bulls Idea Spreading 


HE growth of the demand for purebred sires to head 
T the dairy herds is not confined, however, to Minne- 

sota and the Northwest. It is evident that the edy- 
cational work done by the U. S. Department of Agriecy. 
ture, the state agricultural colleges, and the various 
breed and dairy organizaions, is bearing fruit. Out jp 
California, where it seems to be natural to do things ip a 
big, spectacular way, they have just concluded the gye. 
cessful conduct of a campaign to replace one hundred 
scrubs with an equal number of purebred sires, all in the 
space of thirty days. The two counties selected for this 
drive have not been considered especially progressive as 
dairy counties. Their response in this campaign, however, 
was simply astounding. The preliminary work of organi. 
zation of the campaign was thoroughly done, the business 
men, both individually and collectively, getting enthusi- 
astically in the campaign along with the more progressive 
dairymen, working through the Farm Bureau organiza- 
tions of the two counties under the direction and personal 
command of Noel Negley, dairy specialist with the Cali- 
fornia Agricultural college and formerly in charge of test 
work in Wisconsin. Local committees were formed, con- 
taining about sixty-five business men and bankers through- 
out the two counties, to make up a force of bull salesmen, 
who went out to the farms and personally sold the bulls 
to the dairymen. At the end of the 30-day period for the 
drive, a total of 108 purebred registered bulls had been 
sold, each of them to replace a scrub or otherwise inferior 
bull 

A significant point in the campaign was that all bulls 
supplied must be from dams having records not less than 
400 lbs. butterfat in one year or its equivalent at heifer age, 
and cow testing association records were to be given con- 
sideration along with the semi-official breed records. 
Selections will be made by a competent committee, so 
that the purchasers may be assured of getting their 
money’s worth. As a general thing, the dairymen were 
willing to pay a reasonable price for bulls measuring up to 
the standards required. 

It will be no small job to select 108 bulls from dams all 
above 400 lbs. butterfat and that are desirable in other 
ways also. The California Holstein-Friesian Association, 
through its secretary, C. L. Hughes, has taken an active 
interest in the campaign and is now assisting in getting 
the bulls lined up. siete 

This California campaign illustrates the possibilities 
in developing through organized effort, a demand for pure- 
bred sires that will put into active and profitable use 
every desirable bull available of all dairy breeds. It is 
just a question of going after it with proper organization 
and getting the personal contact. It may be assumed that 
every dairyman who thus makes a start with a purebred 
sire will continue along that line and will never go back 
to his old scrub ways, so that the campaign operates to 
build a permanent market for purebred sires in future 
years. Such campaigns, therefore, will mean much, not 
only to the purebred industry in helping to provide a mar- 
ket for desirable bulls, but will also be a powerful in- 
fluence in lifting the ordinary dairyman out of the rut.

Not all 
who would like to buy sires this fall will be able 
to do so but they have the idea and it is a safe bet 
that the future dairy herds of this section will be 
good grades and not scrubs. During the past few 
days we have made several bull sales.” 

Results such as this are only to be expected from the 
emphasis which this year’s Show placed on better = 
and in consideration of the splendid attendance of rea 
farmers who came to get the message. It is gratifyins, 
however, to have concrete evidence of this sort that these 
farmers did, indeed, take the lesson home with them.

UR cover illustration this week shows a novel group, 

the winners in the Get of Sire production class at 

the National Dairy Show. Although many dairy 
visitors probably missed the full significance of this 
up, we feel that it carries one of the finest lessons of 
9 whole dairy show. Here was a sire, Terracelawn Hen- 
wan Segis, one of the immortals, with two National 
oe ribbons to his credit in the open Get of Sire competi- 
tion, who produced the Grand Champion cow of 1921 and 
whose daughters, in connection with their outstanding 
show ring qualities, have made most creditable records 
for production. If a combination of high production with 
outstanding show ring qualities is the aim and ideal of our 
preed, the significance of this particular type cannot be 
overlooked. In this instance, in addition to show ring 
performances mentioned, we find that the five daughters 
of Terracelawn Hengerveld Segis exhibited had yearly 
records averaging 19,383.9 lbs. milk with 847.93 Ibs. butter 
in connection with 7-day records which averaged 27.52 lbs. 
putter with 542.7 Ibs. milk. Four of these daughters were 
shown in the regular Advanced Registry class and all four 
placed inside thé money and it is the first time in the 
history of the National Show that this achievement has 


been recorded. ; 
It is interesting to note that Terracelawn Hengerveld

Segis comes of great producing ancestry, his sire, Pieter- 
tje Hengerveld Segis, being a century son of King Segis 
from the highest record 33-lb. daughter of Pietertje Hen- 
gerveld’s Count De Kol from the foundation cow, Blanche 
Lyons. The dam of Terracelawn Hengerveld Segis was 
a 32-lb. daughter of Hengerveld De Kol, the next dam be- 
ing a 29-lb. daughter of Korndyke Queen De Kol’s Prince.

Who Are the Twelve Greatest Cows of the 
Holstein-Friesian Breed? 








peating the question recently raised in the Dairy- 

grams as to who are the twelve greatest cows of the 
Holstein-Friesian breed, has struck a responsive chord in 
the hearts and minds of our readers. We are publishing 
this week three additional lists that have been submitted 
with some little discussion of the merits of the case. It is 
a profitable subject for further consideration and we invite 
other breeders to send in their ideas. 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

I noted with much interest the list of twelve cows 
appearing in the October 7, issue of the World as Mr. 
Lea’s choice of the twelve greatest cows in Holstein 
history. 

I am taking the liberty of picking his list to pieces and 
submitting the list that I have selected. 

When H. G. Wells chose the six greatest men in his- 
tory, he gave thorough and consistent reasons for his 
selections. It would seem as if such a policy would add 
value to Mr. Lea’s list, for in this day and age of the world 
the public wants to know “why” especially since the fair 
sex has come in for equal rights. 

But now let us analyze the list. In the first place allow 
me to say that Mr. Lea has picked twelve wonderful cows. 
Seven of the twelve I have left in my list but even some 
of them were put through a very rigid grilling in compari- 
son with some others that I considered as eligible for this 
high honor. 

The article does not state whether Mr. Lea meant that 
the cows ranked in the order given but I think that De 
Kol 2d is worthy of her place at the head of the list. I 
believe that she is the greatest cow that the breed has 
ever developed, not because of the world’s record she 
broke but because of the influence she has had on the 
breed through her descendants for many generations, a 
greater influence than that of any other animal, and an 
influence that is bound to last down through the ages. 

The second one on his list I have left out. Pietertje 2d 
was undoubtedly a great cow but I don’t know that she 
has had any greater influence on the breed than several 
others of the great foundation matrons of her day—surely 
not as great as De Kol 2d. 

I see no reason why Colantha 4th’s Johanna is any 
greater than the cow that defeated her, Pontiac Clothilde 
De Kol 2d. I have carefully considered the facts pro and 
con on both cows. ‘Colantha 4th’s Johanna made her great 
record after being dry for several years. Her previous 
records were only ordinary and she never made a record 
after that. When Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d made her

great year’s record, she beat Colantha 4th’s Johanna’s rec- 
ords for seven and thirty days and a year although the 
latter cow’s milk records were a little higher. Before she 
made this record she had made a 30-lb. record and two 
heifer records of 22 and 28 lb. She also came back after 
her great year’s record and made over 32 Ib. giving her 
three 30-lb. records. 

Laying aside their own achievements, let us consider 
what their descendants have done. Colantha 4th’s Jo- 
hanna has no daughters with records. Pontiac Clothilde 
De Kol 2d hag four but none with sensational records, 
the highest being 26 lb. So, now we’ll have to let their 
sons scrap it out. They each have a century son. 

King Segis Pontiac has the second largest number of 
daughters of any sire of the breed but there is hardly any 
doubt that Colantha Johanna Lad is a greater bull because 
of the great milk records made by his daughters. 

However King Segis Pontiac compares very favorably 
with him in respect to sons that have transmitted. They 
both have many great sons. While Colantha Johanna Lad 
has_such noted sons as Dutchland Colantha Sir Inka, Co- 
lantha Johanna Lad 8th, and others, King Segis Pontiac 
has a century son and also is sire of King Segis Pontiac 
Count, whose daughters have made a showing that in 
some respects is equalled by those of no other sire. An- 
other son, King Segis Pontiac Konigen, is carrying on the 
good work through his daughters. 

The two old cows have two other sons that we can 
compare—Colantha Johanna Champion and King Segis De 
Kol Korndyke. They each have between 65 and 70 A. R. 
O. daughters. Colantha Johanna Champion has six 30-Jb. 
daughters while the son of Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d 
has ten. 

So we find the two cows fairly well matched in respect 
to sons. Therefore it looks as if the persistent production 
of Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d would place her ahead of 
Colantha 4th’s Johanna, great cow though she is. 

Old “Mother Ormsby” certainly deserves a place on 
this list. An Ex-World’s Champion herself, she has a 
1200-lb. daughter that has passed her production on to her 
1000-lb. daughter. Her son, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes, is the only bull with fifteen 1000-lb. daughters ex- 
cept Ormsby Korndyke Lad, who is by another son of Pie- 
tertje Maid Ormsby. She is really. the foundation of the 
present great Ormsby family, and has made a lasting im- 
pression on the breed. 

Finderne Pride Johanna Rue is hardly in this class al- 
though she has a great record to her credit and has some 
fine record granddaughters. 

The next two cows, May Echo Sylvia and Tilly Alcar- 
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tra, would appear in this list even though it were limited 
to half the number. I doubt if anybody will submit a list 
with these two cows omitted so we’ll pass on without pro- 
claiming their merits. 

Spring Brook Bess Burke could hardly be excluded 
from this list of the elite. Her own great production has 
been transmitted to her six daughters, three of which are 
1100 and 1200-lb. cows. 

I have paid this grand old cow another compliment by 
placing her daughter, Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d on this 
coveted list. She shares with Tilly Alcartra the singular 
honor of having four 1000-lb. records. She also has four 
7-day records from 30 to 38 lbs., two of which were made 
in connection with milk records over 736 lbs., and a third 
with a 688 lb. milk record. 


As a transmitting family the Bess Burkes rank with 
the best. Bess Johanna Ormsby,. a daughter of Bess 
Burke 2d, is the only cow with three records over 37 lbs. 
in a week or three 1000-lb. records in the ten-months divi- 
sion. 

Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d is also transmitting 
through her sons, one of them, the famous “37th” is prov- 
ing himself worthy of his breeding through the record- 
breaking performance of his daughters. Creator, another 
son, has had seven two-year-old daughters freshen so far, 
every one of which has made over 20 Ib. 

We could even go on another generation. A son of 
“27th” sired the present world’s champion 32-lb. junior 
two-year-old, Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes Frisbie. 

This great array of facts establishes pretty firmly the 
right of this wonderful dam and daughter to places in this 
Hall of Fame. 

When I first looked over Mr. Lea’s list,, I did not think 
of such a thing as leaving out Segis Pietertje Prospect. 
She is in one respect in a class by herself, but to select 
twelve cows from the large number of candidates, we have 
to be mightly discriminating. She has truly done enough 
to rest on her laurels but when she has come back with 
another good yearly record to prove her persistency or 
her descendants have proven her transmitting ability, she 
will probably have earned a place on this list, but as yet 
she can hardly be compared with Tilly Alcartra although 
she made one record that beat Tilly’s best one. 

I think that Jemima Johanna of Riverside belongs on 
the list. Although her name has not been known in Hol- 
stein circles as long as some of the others, I believe that 
from the way her descendants are hitting it up, that she 
has made a lasting impression on the breed. 

Adirondack Weitske Dairy Maid cannot be denied a 
position on the list with her two yearly records averaging 
over 1,350 Ibs. butter and 33,000 Ibs. milk. She has four 
7-day records over 30 lbs. butter and five over 600 Ibs. milk, 
three of which were over 36 lbs. butter and 800 lbs. milk. 
She is a persistent producer of the highest order. 

In my estimation Duchess Skylark Ormsby does not 
qualify for this list through either persistency or transmit- 
ting ability. She made one sensational record but this 
alone should not be sufficient to give her a place in the 
“seats of the mighty.” 

Another great cow that I would add to this list is Aag- 
gie Cornucopia Pauline. As a three-year-old she broke the 
world’s 7-day butter record. As a four-year-old, she came 
back and broke the world’s record over all ages, thus be- 
coming the first 34-lb. cow. She held the world’s record 
in her class for eight years. She also broke the 30-day 
record at the same time. 

“Aaggie” has proven herself a true transmitter. She 
heads three of the only four combinations of four direct 
generations of 30-lb. cows. She has also transmitted 
through her sons, one of them being a century sire and 
another with over 90 A. R. O. daughters. 

Another that I would place among the great dozen is 
Glista Ernestine. In more than one respect she stands 
alone. She was the first cow to have six 30-lb. records, 
an honor she still holds. Not content with this world’s 
record, she annexed a seventh 30-lb. record to her already 
wonderful list. This last summer she made another 
record of 27 lbs., which gives her nine records averaging 
over 30 Ibs.. an accomplishment approached by no other 
cow. 

I believe that I would have placed her on this list be- 
cause of the above facts alone, but old Ernestine wanted 
to clinch the deal. Five of her 30-lb. records were made 
from over 600 Ibs. milk, three over 700 Ibs. and two over 
800 Ibs. The only time that she has had an opportunity to 

prove her worth on yearly test she made over 1,000 Ibs. 
butter and 23,000 Ibs. milk. She also has five daughters, 
four over 20 lIbs., three with 27, 29 and 32 lbs. She is in- 
deed worthy of our consideration. 
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To complete my dozen, I have selected 
De Kol, by virtue of her own performance 
formance of her descendants for several gene 
great cow heads two combinations of three d 
tions of 1000-lb. cows and is the only cow to 
generation combination.

However, I have made a list of twelve 
cows, giving the birth, date, and number of A. R. O. daugh- 
ters, A. R. sons and producing daughters of each, which 
I believe have had the greatest influence on the Holstein 
breed of any born between 1885 and 1900 inclusive. For 
your next issue, I will submit a list of twelve cows who 
are active today, which I think are the twelve greatest 
cows of the present day.

The famous Pacific Coast cham- 
pion, Hollywood Lilith Palmyra Ab- 
bekerk, owned by the Los Angeles 
County Farm, Hondo, California, has 
qualified in the 305-day class by calv- 
ing again on October 2ist, 1922, or 
just 134% months from her last fresh- 
ening. This ratifies her senior four- 
year-old record of 22,245.1 Ibs. of 
milk containing 982.97 lbs. of butter 
in ten months, this record being 
made following the birth of twin 
calves. These figures for milk and 
butter have only been exceeded by 
one other cow under the new rules 
which require second calving within 
14 months.

Had he lived 
two weeks longer, he would have 
sen his son, Piebe Laura Ollie 
Homestead King, duplicate his own 
distinguished honor won in 1917 of 
siring the first prize get of sire at a 
National Dairy Show. It will be re- 
membered that the Piebe gets placed 
first and fourth at the National Dairy 
Exposition at St. Paul this fall, which 
is the first case on record of two 
gets of one sire placing so high at 
the National. 

Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead was 
born February 25, 1911 on the farm 
of August Knospe, Juneau, Wis., who 
had the honor of breeding this great 
sire. He is a son of a line-bred 
Homestead bull, Oak De Kol 2d’s 
Homestead Fobes, and is from Ollie 
Watson Prima Donna, a 31-lb. cow 
and one of the greatest dams of show 
bulls. He was purchased by Col. 
French of lowana Farms in the 
Knospe dispersal along with his dam,

the only bull to duplicate this feat 
since is his maternal brother, Iowana 
Sir Ollie. 

In 1916 at the Waterloo 
Cattle Congress, Oak De Kol Ollie 
Homestead placed first over Paul 
Calamo Korndyke, the first time that 
grand old sire had met defeat in 
three years. He duplicated this per- 
formance at the National at Spring- 
field, Mass. At the next National at 
Columbus, Ohio, he beat out both Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 14th and 
Paul Calamo Korndyke in the aged 
bull class, won senior championship 
from an Iowana two-year-old, one of 
his own sons, and grand champion- 
ship over Matador Segis Walker 6th, 
then a yearling and who has since 
made such a sensational show ring 
record in the far Northwest. 

His first get of sire at the 1917 
National consisted of four wonderful 
bulls, which have been described by 
many prominent judges as the great- 
est get of sire group ever exhibited. 
One of these four winning Ollie bulls 
was his son, Piebe Laura Ollie Home- 
stead King, who the same year ex- 
hibited by V. S. Culver was grand 
champion at the Iowa State Fair, 
beating in class the famous Galloway- 
Messer show bull, King Segis Johan- 
na Ormsby, and other good ones. 

Piebe is the best known son of his 
famous sire, having spent his life in 
the herd of J. M. Hackney and of late 
years also the Minnesota Holstein 
Co., who owned him jointly, and in 
which herds he has made a wonder- 
ful showing as a sire of long-distance 
heifers. One of his daughters in the 


Dairy 
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Minnesota Holstein Co. herd is just 
now completing a record which will 
rank with, if it does not exceed, the 
greatest records of all time. His off- 
spring -have been winners in the lead- 
ing show rings of the Middlewest for 
a number of years and this year 
crowned an impressive record with 
first get of sire at perhaps the great- 
est National ever held. The fact that 
another group of his get were able 
to win fourth place in such a strong 
class is additional evidence of the 
prepotency of the Ollie and Home- 
stead blood.

PRILLY INFLUENCE STILL 
STRONG IN CALIFORNIA 


Although King Segis Alcartra 
Prilly, for a number of years one of 
California’s leading sires and show 
bulls, has left the Pacific Coast to 
head the herd at Pabst Stock Farm 
of Oconomowoc, Wis., his influence 
in Holstein circles in California is 
still making itself felt. One of his 
daughters, Ormsby Mechthilde Prilly, 
bred and owned by the Bridgford 
Holstein Company at Patterson, has 
just made a second calf junior four- 
year-old record of 33.45 lbs. butter 
from 537.1 lbs. milk, according to a 
recent letter from Mr. Bridgford. 
This record was made only about 
two months after finishing her first 
calf year record of 1019 lbs. butter 
from 24,200 lbs. milk.

P. J. Stonebraker, Tester, 
REPEAT HERDSMEN’S'- COURSE 


The Herdsmen’s 
months training course designed to 
prepare young men to handle live 
stock, will be repeated this winter at 
Iowa State College, beginning Jan. 2. 
This course, which is the only one of 
its kind given in any American col 
lege, draws many students from Iowa 
and the surrounding states and al 
ready inquiries have been made from 
eight cornbelt states. 

The course is open to all young men 
over 17 years of age who have satis 
factorily completed the eighth grade 
work or its equivalent and it is de 
signed to train men with livestock it- 
clinations in the feeding, management 
and breeding of farm animals. It con 
sists of two three-months terms. Be 
tween terms the men must hold a job 
on an accredited farm and get trall- 
ing in livestock handling before they 
are allowed to continue the work. It 
is designed for men who cannot take 
a college course of four years. 

Graduates of the course are in prac 
tically all cases all either handling 
large show herds or in many cases 
raising their own animals. : 

Students are allowed to specialize in 
dairy or beef cattle and along with 
their animal work they receive special 
training in farm crops, farm sanita- 
tion, farm building study and farm ad- 
vertising and business English. 

Last year a large number of states 
were represented and a student from 
the Isle of Guernsey, one from 
land and one from Mexico were in & 
tendance. 

The course carries no tuition fee 
residents of Iowa and further inform 
tion can be secured from the aml 
husbandry department at Iowa State 
College.

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DEPARTMENT SUPPORTS BOY 
AGAINST DICTIONARIES 

The dictionary is not always right. 
The editor of a dictionary records 
the generally accepted meanings of 
words and for that reason there is 
is some confusion for a time when a 
word is taking on a new meaning or 
gradually losing its old significance. 
This is true of a number of agricul- 
tural terms, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and the 
word “thoroughbred” probably heads 
the list of those that are misused. A 
letter to the department from a man 
in Montana illustrates how confusion 
has arisen as a result of the change 
that has taken place in the use of this 
term. He writes: 


“Some years ago, at a farmers’ in- 
stitute, I was taught that the term 
‘thoroughbred’ could properly be ap- 
plied only to running horses of that 
breed; that to speak of a ‘thorough- 
bred’ chicken, hog, sheep, or cow was 
an absurdity. We have so taught our 
children. Recently one of our boys 
had a controversy on this point with 
a schoolmate who claimed that ‘thor- 
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oughbred’ and ‘purebred’ are synony- 
mous terms. They looked it up in 
the dictionary, and were there told 
that a ‘thoroughbred’ is an animal of 
pure or unmixed breed. 

“What do you propose to do about 
it? I know the boy is right (my boy) 
and all these dictionaries wrong, but 
what authority can you cite him to 
enable him to show the other fel- 
low?” 

The department sent the writer of 
this letter a copy of its booklet, “Bet- 
ter Sires—Better Stock,” in which 
terms relating to the character of 
breeding of farm animals are care- 
fully defined according to the best 
usage among scientists and breeders. 
A purebred animal is defined as “one 
of pure breeding representing a defi- 
nite, recognized breed and both of 
whose parents were purebred animals 
of the same breed. To be considered 
purebred, live stock must be either 
registered, eligible to registration, or 
(in the absence of public registry for 
that class) have such lineage that 
its pure breeding can be definitely 
proved. To be of good type and qual-
